In MP Draft 
Still Unknown 


San Mateo county’s two draft 
boards have received no word to 
date on possible quotas of men to be 
called up from the Menlo Park area. 

A spokesman for draft board locals 
57 and 58, with headquarters in San 
Mateo, said that of 1900 men resid- 
ing in the county who have been 
classifed 1-A, 1032 reside in the area 
south of San Mateo, but figures 
on local draft eligibles are not avail- 
able. 

Plans call for drafting of eligible 
men between the ages of 19 and 26, 
with the older men being drafted 
first. 

Present eligibles include men 
without dependents of any kind, 
men without previous military ex- 
perience, men without jobs or men 
who can be spared from jobs, and 
men with excellent health ratings. 

Deferments are still relatively 
broad in scope, according to Miss 
Virginia Anderson, secretary for the 
San Mateo county boards. She 
pointed out that men at present 
classifed 1-A still have to pass phys- 
ical examinations to determine 
whether or not they are acceptable

MP Appears Little Hit 


By ‘Hoarding Buying’ 


Apparently Menlo Park is free of any concerted “hoarding” buying. 

A check by a RECORDER reporter at several stores indicated that 
business was “about normal.” 

Some purchases were up noticeably, but merchants ascribed them 
to seasonal needs rather than to any “scare” buying. 


The survey covered food markets, dry goods and women’s clothing 


establishments and durable goods stores. 


Merchants contacted were unanimous in pointing out that stocks 
are ample and that unnecessarily heavy buying is the natural course to 


shortages, price rises and possible rationing. 


One grocer noted that sales of spices, notably pepper, oils, sugar, 
canned mests and, to a lesser extent, coffee had exceeded the average 


at his store. 

His report was an exception to 
the general response. 

Most markets reported sugar sales 
up because of the canning season, 
now attaining a peak. 

Nylon hosiery, reportedly in low 
stocks in some other cities, were in 
no particular demand here. 

LINEN SALES UP 

One store reported an increase in 
sale of bed linens, but not to a 
point that reflected any housewifely 
concern over future supply. 

Merchants in the ready-to-wear 
and dry goods lines said they be- 
lieved larger establishments, espec- 
ially department stores in larger 
cities, would feel initial buying in- 
creases, 

One such operator said her past 
experience was that smaller cities 
have been the last to feel any pres- 
sure of “war buying.” 

A hardware dealer told of an in- 
crease in the sale of pipe, but added 
there was “no definite trend” up- 
ward in such purchases. 

The used car and appliance mark- 
ets appeared most noticeably af- 
fected here. 

One auto manager reported his 
sales were definitely up; another re- 
ported while actual sales were not

Business, Dog 
Licenses Due 


Menlo Park city officials this week 
reiterated that business licenses and 
dog licenses are payable at this 
time. 

Ateo F. Petrucci, newly-appointed 
poundmaster, said that approxi- 
mately 270 dogs thus far have been 
licensed for the fiscal year. Last 
year’s licenses expired June 30, and 
a $2 penalty will be required if li- 
censes are not renewed before July 
30, Petrucci stated. 

Dog license payments may be 
made at the police station. 

Business licenses, which also ex- 
pired June 30, also become delin- 
quent July 30, Mrs. Florence Surb- 
er of the city manager’s office stat- 
ed. If payments are not made before 
that time, a 10 per cent penalty wiil 
be added to the license fee. 
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The city council was faced with 
an unusual problem Tuesday of last 
week when the temporary appointee 
to the new position of poundmaster 
appealed the city manager’s decis- 
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ment to another candidate for the 
position. 

The facts were these: In order to 
get the new animal ordinance en- 
forcement started, the city manager 
offered a temporary appointment 
to one of the candidates for the job 
before the personnel board announc- 
ed its ratings. This offer was ac- 
cepted, 

Subsequently, the personne! 
board announced its standings, 
qualifying three of the applicants, 
and placing the man who received 
the temporary appointment third.

POUNDMASTER APPOINTMENT

So far as we know, the city manager made a good selection 
when he named Ateo Petrucci, who was assistant poundmaster 
of Redwood City before taking over the Menlo Park position 
last Monday. 

Also so far as we know, the manager made a good choice 
in temporarily appointing William G. Mayhew, who fought 
bitterly Petrucci’s choice in an unprecedented hearing before 
the council. No one expressed dissatisfaction with Mayhew‘s 
30-day service. 

Mayhew’s contention he was entitled to the position under

onomically and effectively, rather 
than merely in keeping city jobs in 
the hands of those who are residents 
at the time they apply for jobs.

The personnel board consists of 
experienced and able citizens of 
‘Menlo Park who serve without com- 
pensation and spend many hours 
each year examining applicants for 
city jobs and determining which 
will give the city the most for its 
money. The city manager appoint- 
ed the top man even though he 
presently resides in Redwood City. 
If this action is wrong in principle, 
then so has been my own basic phil- 
osophy in the entire eight plus 
years that I have served on the city 
council. 


Realtors Adopt 
Rate Schedule 


A standard commission rate sched- 
ule recommended by the California 
Real Estate association has been 
adopted unanimously by the Menlo 
Park-Atherton Board of Realtors. 

Recommended minimum rates 
cover all types of sales, leases and 
exchanges and are designed to fur- 
ther uniform charges made by real- 
tors. 

The schedule includes the com- 
mon rate of 5 per cent commission 
on the sales price, to be paid by the 
seller, on most transactions. 
There are exceptions such as in 
sale of businesses, which requires: a 
special-license, and sale of ranches, 
subdivisions and large industria] and 
commercial establishments, which 
the amount of detail involved is re- 
garded as justifying a larger fee. 

On unimproved property, the rec- 
ommended charge is 1 per cent on 
the first $2000 and five per cent on 
the balance of the purchase price.

regard the position as merely a stepping stone to a better 
paying one. 

Couldn't it be that a person in the former category would 
give more to his work and thus help make ‘all things equal?”’ 

As pointed out, the city’s policy is to appoint the highest 
of three qualifiers, even though it has the wider choice. Mayor 
Burgess remarked during the hearing that refusal to choose 
the highest applicant could_result in criticism. 

If that is to be the policy, perhaps the city civil service or- 
dinance might be overhauled and require the personnel board 
to certify only one applicant—the highest. Then there would 
be no comeback, whether the appointee be from Menlo Park 
or an Arkansas whistlestop. 

Better, we think, would be an amended provision to certify 
the three highest contestants without listing them as one, two 
and three. As it is now, any of the three may be appointed. 
But with a city policy of not deviating from the first on the list, 
those placing second and third automatically are out of the 
running and a graded list of three serves no clear purpose. A 
blanket certification of three candidates would give the city 
wider choice without risking criticism in making final selection. 

If it thus were shown that a Menlo Park resident was re- 
garded as equally qualified, there would need be no hesitation 
in selecting him. 

We feel there are factors in proving qualifications other 
than placing number one among eligibles. One already has 
been noted . . . a desire to do a good job for one’s own com- 
munity. Another is that qualifications may be sufficient for 
the task to be done. 

While not arguing who is the better qualified, we recall 
Mayhew’s assertion to the council he regarded himself just as 
well fitted for the job as is the appointee. It was to be ex- 
pected the man selected had an edge over Mayhew by reason 
of experience as an assistant poundmaster. But his position 
has involved not only the ordinary duties of keeping records, 
issuing licenses and catching stray animals but actual care of 
animals and direction of pound operations. 

Such experience is not necessarily required for the Menlo 
Park job. This city has no pound, contemplates none at this 
time and, in fact, has been advised against building one. The 
poundmasters’ responsibility for animals will end with their 
delivery to the shelter in Palo Alto. 

We make this point because we feel it is an example of 
how a candidate’s qualifications might be weighed for a par- 
ticular job. 

The RECORDER believes the the couricil well could append 
Q footnote to its policy and direct the chief administrative 
officer to give stronger consideration to Menlo Park applicants. 
We also believe the council well might consider some changes 
in the civil service ordinance that could work to that end.

Errors in NSLI 
Dividend Sums 
Being Rectified 


World War II veterans in San 
Mateo county who believe they have 
received a smaller national service 
life insurance dividend than they 
are entitled to are urged by Floyd D. 
Granger, veterans service officer, not 
to let the matter drop. 

“In the majority of cases in which 
the dividend payment fell Short of 
an individual veteran’s own calcula- 
tions, the error has been rectified,” 
he said. 

Forms are actually available for 
use in calling the apparent under- 
payment to the attention of the 
proper veterans administration 
authorities. These may be obtained 
at the veterans service office, 
courthouse, Redwood City. It is a 
good idea to use the official forms, 
according to Granger, because in 
that way the veteran can be sure 
he supplies all the information 
necessary to locating his insurance 
records promptly, 

Veterans who have applied for 
their NSLI dividend and have not 
received it are also invited to con- 
sult Mr. Granger for advice as to 
the proper way to submit a dupli- 
cate application. Also, those who 
have some question about certain 
deductions from their dividend 
check may find out where to direct 
their inquiry so that it gets the 
eariest attention.

Foctball fans, Markening back to 
the teams of 25 years ago, are apt 
to mention the University o1 Michi- 
gan team that was Big Ten Con- 
ference champ in 1925 and 26.

Molenda has kept his close asso- 
ciation with football through the 
years, 

In 1928 and '29 he played profes- 
stonal ball with the New York Yank- 
ees, a team which was also sparked 
by Red Grange. 

In 1930 and 1931 he played for the 
Green Bay Packers, National League 
champs for two years. 

He then went to the New York 
Giants for another four-year stint, 
and from 1937 to 1941 was assistant 
coach of the team. 

Four years with the navy, includ- 
ing 27 months overseas, followed. 

Molenda returned to football im- 
mediately after the war, taking an 
assistant coach assignment with 
the Green Bay Packers in 1947 and 
1948. 

In 1949, just before coming to 
Menlo, he was assistant coach with 
the Chicago Hornets. 

A long-time devotee of the bay 
area, the coach now makes his home 
with his wife Rosalie, on the Menlo 
School and College Campus, 

Asked his opinions of the so-called 
“platoon system” of substituting of- 
fensive and defensive teams, he stat- 
ed that he didn’t think it made 
much difference to the overall foot- 
ball picture. 

“Players play shorter times per 
game under the new system, but in 
the ‘twenties, with substitutions 
during times-out and at the end 
of quarters, we used to be able te 
replace tired players.” 

“Of course, those on the field had 
to be good as both offensive and 
defensive men, 

“The present system means that 
more players get a chance to play 
as specialists.” 

No radical innovations are con- 
templated in Menlo College football. 

“After all, teams, not coaches, win 
Molenda stated.

bers of the “old regime”. 

“The house stood in a clearing of 
the middle woods about half a mile 
fro mthe entrance gates,” the auth- 
oress continues. ‘‘There were fine 
lawns before it and the gardens 
were rich with imported flowers and 
ornamental trees; the only flowers 
indigenous to central California were 
sweetbriar, the golden poppy, blue 
bells, wood violets “baby eyes”, and 
yellow and purple lupins.” 
GARDEN 

Apparently the simplicity which 
characterized the house did not ex- 
tend to the gardens: 

“In Mr. Atherton’s garden... were 
every variety of rose, fuschia, mign- 
onette, morning glory, heliotrope, tu- 
lips, as well as magnolia trees, or- 
ange trees, bridal wreath, lilac and 
syringa. About the house was a con- 
tinuous bed of parma violets whose 
fragrance greeted one when passing 
the deer park. (The deer generally 
died, homesick for their redwood 
forests on the mountains.)” 

The Atherton family, most of the 
children of which were born in 
South America, retained many of 
the customs of Chile. The wife of 


the elder Atherton was a native of 
that country. The family held their 
dinner-table conversations in the 
Spanish language, and the elder 
Mrs. Atherton attempted to train 
the novelist in her own earlier tra- 
ditions: 

PAYN* UL SUBJECT 

“‘Tadies in Spain do not write,’ 
she said to me when I began to be- 
tray symptoms; and it was quite 
twelve years after I published my 
first novel before the painful sub- 
ject that I wrote at all was men- 
tioned by any of the family in my 
presence....’ Gertrude Atherton 
tells us. 

The older woman also attempted 
to teach her daughter-in-law to sew 
and embroider in accordance with 
her own training as to the occupa- 
tions of a lady, 

However, the novelist tells us, 
there were compensations: 

“It is only just that a word be said 
in regard to Mrs. Atherton’s “table,” 
for it was famous—among those in- 
vited to Valparaiso park—as the best 
table in California. Her Chinese 
cook had come to her unexcelled in 
the usual American repertoire; she 
sent him to cook for three months 
in one of San Franciscos’ renowned

In the meantime, the city of Men- 
lo Park had come into a brief of- 
ficial exisi-ce: in 1874 the town 
was incorporated for the purpose of 
expediting certain municipal im- 
provements; after these were secur- 
ed, the town council stopped holding 
meetings. , 

The original incorporation in- 
cluded a larrse part of what is now 
Atherton. 

The people of the latter area were 
apparently dissatisfied with the or- 
iginal town-founding: in 1927, when 
Menlo Park began working toward 
its present political set-up, the town 
was hurriedly organized to forestall 
any eventual annexation to Menlo. 

According to one author, the in- 
corporation of Atherton was ac- 
complished only a few days before 
Menlo Park’s petition was received 
by state officers and then as a re- 
sult of a hectic, last-minute, door- 
bell ringing campaign.
